Administrative Aide: 
City of Newark 


CALVIN D. WEST is a native of the city of Newark, 
educated in the Newark Public School system, 
Bloomfield College, and Cooper Union College. 

Calvin has provided Public and Community ser- 
vices to the people of New Jersey, in general, and to 
the people of Newark, specifically, for the past half- 
century. 

A lifelong Democrat, Calvin began his political 
involvement as a member of the Central Ward Young 
Democrats. He later became President of that ground- 
breaking organization which was, in no small part, 
responsible for the election of Newark's and Essex 
County's “first” black elected officials. 

Calvin demonstrated that his appeal to the voters 
of Newark, extended citywide by being elected, in 
1966, the first black to serve on the Newark Munici- 
pal Council as a Councilman at Large. 

During his tenure in office, Councilman West 
served with great distinction and stood in the fore- 
front on issues and policies that responded to the 
vital needs of all the residents of the City of Newark. 

In 1986, Mayor Sharpe James appointed Calvin CALVIN D. WEST 
as his Personal Aide. “West, has served nine years in 
my office, has demonstrated tireless dedication to his duties and performs them with sensitivity 
and professionalism” said the Mayor. “He is my legislative liaison in Trenton and also oversees the 
Newark Housing Authority, City Council, Police Department, United Community Corporation, 
Mayor's Affirmative Action Commission and the Mayors Youth Commission. Calvin, is also my 
representative for the National Organization on Disability in Washington, D.C.” 

When assessing Calvin West's impact on the political process and the outcome of elections in 
New Jersey, many descriptions of the man come to mind: “Power Behind The Throne,” “Chief 
Strategist,” “The Go To Guy,” are, but a few of the apt descriptions of what Calvin West has meant 
to numerous current and former local, states, and national office holders. 

` Newark, Mayor Sharpe James, former Newark, Mayor Hugh J. Addonizio, Former Orange Mayor 
Joel Shain; Governors Robert Meyner and Richard J. Hughs; Congressmen Joseph Minish and 
Peter Rodino; United States Senator Pete Williams are, but a few of New Jersey's political lumi- 
naries to benefit from Calvin's indisputable political acumen. 

In his role as a supporter of the community, Calvin was a former Vice-President of the 100 
Black Men of New Jersey, and along with his Family, aided the committee that, for many years, 
put on a “Pool Extravaganza” that raised thousands of dollars for the benefit of the Boys and Girls 
Clubs of Newark. 

On March 20, 1984, the Newark Municipal Council issued a Resolution to Calvin D. West, 
commending him as a shining example of the pioneer spirit essential to the enhancement of the 
black political process and growth of urban communities. 

Calvin is married to Audrey West. They reside in Newark, New Jersey.
